ourselves short of seed corn when we 
know right now in plenty of time- 
that it is only a matter of good busi- 
ness farming that we get out into our 
fields, and get the early, large, well 
matured ears in the interests of 
bumper corn crop for 1913. 

L.et us each and everv one— regan 
less of how many times we have fai 
ed in the past, to so provide— let t 
resolve tuat this time we will not let 
the opportunity pass, but just as sure 
as the good Lord lets us get our seed 
corn before Jack Frost beats us to it. 

What Ears To Select. 

A considerable amount of judgment 
can be used in the selection of the 
seed ears. In the first place it will 
be found that in the northern part of 
the Corn Belt, well matured 
be found along the latter part of 
September, while further south it is 
sate to leave the selecting of the 
ears uutil the first part of October. 

The great difficulty lies in the fact 
that too frequently the matter of 
selecting the seed ears is left unti 1 
it comes time to pick the field and 
till the crib. Then it is that we will 
see a small box attached to the isde 
of the wayon, or fastened on the end, 
and as the picker comes across an ear 
of corn that looks good to him. natur- 
ally he will drop it in this box. and 
call it one of his seed ears. Of

picking of this field o. 
time when the cold freezing weathe 
has had an opportunity to either ki 
or greatly weaken the vitality of 
great many of the ears that were not 
sufficiently matured at the time of 
the cold weather. The trouble lies 
in the fact that when we leave the 
pickingof the seed ears until it comes 
time to lill the crib, we cannot tell 
at that time which of the ears were 
matured sufficiently early so that the 
cold freezing weather had no injuri- 
ous effect, and the result is that many 
an ear of corn that we save for seed 
purposes is absolutely dead. 

Of course yeu mightsav to yourself 
that you will test all of your seed for 
germination before you plant it; but 
of dead ears in the 
save them for seed, 
when you can pick the large, early, 
well matured ears before frost and 
thereby eliminate so many of the 
dead ones that we annually find, and 
thereby reduce the possibility of our 
usine poor seed corn, especially on 
those occasions when we find our- 
selves so busy in the springtime that 
many of us forget entirely to test our

It is well to examine the stalk also. 
V'ou will notice that it is not the ears 
that are high up on the stalk that 
are matured the earliest. You will 
note that it is the ears of corn that 
lower down that are earlier ma- 
turing. Examine the stalk and see 
that it is strong and vigorous, large 
and full at the base, gradually taper- 
ing toward the tip. Let the ear be

□ e-half to four feet from the ground 
ith a shank sufficient long so that 
the ear bends o

In other words know that the mother 
of the ear of corn is strong and vigor- 
ous, because this is one of the facts 
to be taken into consideration when 
selecting your seed ears right off the 
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half to four feet from the gr. 
you will find that in the crop r< 
ing from these seed ears there will be 
a general tendancy for the ears 
come at about the same height from 
the ground— this not only helps to 
assure earlier, well matured corn, 
but as you know it makes it easier in 
picking, which is well to 
when the matter can 
easily, as vou cau see from the above. 

We often hear the expression that 
by selecting the early ears it will 
! a tendancy to decrease the size 
of the corn. You know perfectly well 
that it is not necessary to pick nubbin 
ears unless you wrsh.to, for you will 
find plenty of large, well matured 
that will average well with the 
age size ears you generally use, 
if you select these you will not 
ease your yield, but substantially 
;ase it, as you know perfectly

prey to the cold weather. 

An ear of corn sufficiently 
matured for seed may contain as 
much as twenty per cent excess mois- 
ture, and sometimes even more— when 
corn is air-dried it contains as rr 
as ten per cent moisture. In 
former case low degrees of temp 
ture will either kill it or greatl. 
duce Its vitality, while in the la 
case it will withstand it without 
injury to the young plant conta 
within the kernel.— Corn Magai 
Waterloo.
